He went 
to Texas, and then? he intercepted let- 
ters written in cipher to Mr*. P. P. 
Parker, the assumed name of his wife. 
Having become able to decipher the let- 
ters, he learned from -tliem they were 
from Pratt, and he desired the caravan 
to come to the neighborhood of Fort 
Gibson. Mr. McLean returned to Hew 
Orleans broken down ia spirit, and 
knew not what to do. He res-olvpd to go 
to Gibson in the Cherokee nation. He 
did so, under the name of Johnson (his 
aecret beinfi known to the officers of the 
fort) he captured wife and children, and 
theiedaceraho. !Eh«y were wrested by 
the United State* Marshal and taken to 
Van Bnren, before United States Com- 
missioner John B. Ogden, for trial.

THE F01ITICAL OUTLOOK. 


Inirtwd of the fools being all d«ad, 


thtirnumber and style of development 
teimito be largelyion the increase. We 
jijternow to the political idiots now ex- 
hibiting thamselTen in different parts of 
the country, in convention and other- 
wise. In SlassachuBetts, we see a new 
party with full set of principles manu- 
factured to order; the same thing is ob- 
served of Indiana, and repeating on a 
smaller scale in other parts of the coun- 
try. There never was a time when there 
seemed less show of success or less use 
of a third, much less a fourth or fifth, 
party. The situation is reduced to a 
straggle between two giants—The Re- 
publicans and the Democracy—and any 
other view of the case is the veriest 
nonsense and drivel extant. What the 
far future of the two old parties may be, 
is another thing. 
But to expect the 


flushed Democracy to listen for one mo- 
ment to the present requests of politic- 
al professionals who fauCy that they know 
it all, is one of the hallucinations of the 
times; it is only less absurd, than to 
fancy that an organization like tho Re- 
publican, based on the more intelligent 
and progressive portion of the whole 
people, but particularly of the great and 
growing North, to step down and out be- 
cause of a little self-correction resulting 
in a partial division of power and spoils. 
There is a fitness of thinge in the very 
names of the two parties in this country 
that will serve to hand them down for a 
long time to come. The words Repub- 
lican and Democrat express the two 
great ruling ideas of our system of gov- 
ernment, and they will serve so far as 
names are concerned, so long as the in- 
stitution holds together under the present 
form. Any modification of these terms 
yet attempted, has been ground out of 
existence as if between two mil! stones— 
"Union," "Liberal," and "|Iudepend- 
enV'-have «U gone the way, and.naught 
wmahis except 'the two bare significa- 
tions in question; simple, strong and as 
enduring as the words Protestantism 
and Catholicism. 
Without intending 


that comparison 
particularly, 
it 
is 


really a very sugggestive one. The 
vitality exhibited by the Democracy 
in this country, and the elements that go 
to make up the party are strangely simi- j 
Ur and no less significant; the governing 
principles—the discipline and steady ad- 
herence to a certain element and aim in 
human affairs, are curiouely set forth in 
both the Catholic Church and Demo- 
cratic party. 
On the other hand, there 


are ruling characteristics common to the 
Republican party in this country and 
the Protestant religion. The Democracy 
will stoop to conquer—will bide its time, 
and all for the success of the party; the 
Republicans, like the Protestants, are 
divided permanently on a score of isms, 
and prefer and even court defeat rnther 
than not win upon principles expressive 
of the progress of humanity. This is 
both the weakness and strength of the 
Republican party. 
It is composed of a 


large percentage of this schooled and the 
young and energetic men of the na- 
tion, but 
more particularly of the 


North—the 
ruling 
latitude of 
the 


world. The Republican party is in- 
flicted with all sorts of quacks in the 
way of reform, and of these the country 
is now frequently hearing from through 
one-horse conventions. Their business 
is to invent platforms, to suit the whims 
of all the'fttctions for the time, regard- 
less of the grand fact that, a very 
few simple propositions serve sill prac- 
tical purposes in human affairs. 
One 


or two great ideas, well adhered to, made 
the Republican party all powerful in the 
near past; what it needs to insure a re- 
instatement, is men rather than meas- 
ures. Men who will unite ou some sim- 
ple financial plan, for instance, and will 
carry it to a successful issue, a;:d in the 
meantime carry out'the trusts imposed 
upon them honestly and 
faithfully. 


However, tho times seem to indicate 
that there will be a sxiccession of new- 
fangled schemes carried to Washington 
aud a patent sought for, just as the, in- 
ventors of toys, clothes-washers and 
what-not continue to file caveats without 
end, regardless 'of the intrinsic merits of 
their inventions.
